ARCHOLOGIST DISCOVERS TRACES 
OF EXODUS 
The Associated Press reports a state- 
ment made by Sir Charles Marston, not- 
ed Biblical archeologist, on March 21, 
1932 that his expedition, under Professor 
John Garstang, who is now exploring the 


site of ancient Jericho, has discovered 
what are believed to be letters to the 
Egyptian Pharaoh from the cities of 


Palestine impioring military aid to help 
stem the invasion of the Israelites of the 
Exodus. These letters have been found 
near Tel el Amarna, Egypt, and are writ- 
ten on clay tablets. They appeal to the 
Pharaoh, as suzerain, to send _ soldiers 
and chariots to defend Palestine against 
invading warriors, described as “Habiru” 
and who, Sir Charles Marston believes, 
could be identified as Hebrews. Tue :et- 
ters bear a date which according to re- 
cent research, he said, coincides with the 
period of the Israelite conquest of Pales- 
tine. The fact that they were found at 
Tel el Amarna shows they reached their 
destination, but searchers for correspond- 
ing tablets or replies at Jericho turned 
up none this far.—Alliance Weekly.

“Ghe Day of “Ghe Lord

Joel 2:1 

LOW ye the trumpet in Zion, and 

sound an alarm in my holy moun- 
tain: let all the inhabitants of the land 
tremble: for the day of the Lord cometh, 
for it is nigh at hand; a day of darkness 
and of gloominess, a day of clouds and 
of thick darxness, as the morning spread 
upon the mountains.” 

The dark clouds which have been shap- 
ing themselves for sometime in Russia 
are becoming visible to almost every na- 
tion on the earth. God hath said in Ezek. 
7, “The end is come upon the four cor- 
ners of the land; * * * the rod hath blos- 
somed, pride hath budded. Violence is 
risen up into a rod of wickedness: none 
of them shall remain.” Are you watching 
the political changes in the European 
countries? Are you keeping an eye on the 
performances of Russia? You may say, 
What has Russia’s movements to do with 
the conditions of this country? Well, not 
so much at present possibly as it may 
have in the near future. 

Turning to Ezek. 38 God saiu % His 
prophet, “Son of man, set thy face 
against Gog, the land of Magog, the chief 
prince of Meshech and Tubal, and proph- 
esy against him.” Now it is agreed upon 
that Gog and Magog have reference to 
the northern countries and the European 
powers: Gog the prince and Magog the 
land; so if we read Ezek. 38th and 39th 
chapters in this light, we find that Rus- 
sia in the latter days will make tremen- 
dous steps in preparation for war. “Be 
thou prepared, and prepare thyself, thou, 
and all thy company that are assembled 
unto thee, and be thou a_ guard unto 
them,” Ezek. 38:7. “Thou shalt ascend 
and come like a storm, thou shalt be like 
a cloud to cover the land, thou, and all 
thy bands, and many people with thee,” 
Ezex. 38:9. 

Is Russia preparing for war? Let us 
quote from an article written in the June 
fssue of Current History, entitled, “The 
Soviets Plan for War,” in which the writ- 
er says, “Hand in hand with the govern- 
ment’s stupendous, industrial and agii- 
cultural program go gigantic military 


preparations. The red army numbers 
five hundred sixty thousand and is net 


an army of soldiers but of officers and 
officials. Our soldiers are the whole of 
the Russian people. Sixty million chil- 
dren under seventeen years of age re- 
ceive military training in connection 
with their school work. Two million wo- 
men are now being prepared in case of 
war to take the place of men. Two hun- 
dred fifty thousand are training for regu- 
lar army service.” 

For what is this great army preparing? 
In Ezek. 38:15 we read, “And thou shalt 
come from thy place out of the north 
parts, thou, and many people with thee, 
all of them riding upon horses, a great 
company, and a mighty army.” V. 18 
says, “And it shall come to pass at the 
same time when Gog shall come against 
the land of Israel, saith the Lord God, 
that my fury shall come up in my face.” 
This prophecy seems to have reference 
to the time when Israel shall dwell in 
their own land after having been gather- 
ed from out of all nations, a time when 
the Gentile nations shall try to seize this 
land from the Jews, for we read in Ezek. 
$8:11,12, “And thou shalt say, I will go up 
to the land of unwalled villages; I will 
go to them that are at rest, that dwell 
safely, all of them dwelling withont 
walls, and having neither bars nor gates, 
to take a spoil, and to take a prey; and 
to turn thine hand upon the _ desolate 
places that are now inhabited, and upon 
the people that are gathered out of the 
nations, which have gotten cattle and 
goods, that dwell in the midst of the 
land ” 

Is Russia preparing for the great Ar- 
mageddon battle which is to be fought in 
the closing of the great tribulations? Let 
us notice Ezek. 39:3, 4, “And I will smite 
the bow out of thy left hand, and will 
cause thine arrows to fall out of thy right 
hand. Thou shalt fall upon the moun- 
tains of Israel, thou, and all thy bands, 
and the people that is with thee: I will 
give thee unto the ravenous birds of ev- 
ery sort, and to the beasts of the fields 
to be devoured.” Then in Vs. 21 and 22 
we read, “And I will set my glory among 
the heathen, and all the heathen shall 
see my judgment that I have executed, 
and my hand that I have laid upon them. 
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So the house of Israel shall know that I 
am the Lord their God from that day and 
forward.” Connecting this prophecy with 
Rev. 19 when Jesus comes back with His 
saints to destroy the powers of the beast 
and false prophet, when the battle of Ar- 
mageddon is fought, the reading is simi- 
lar to that of Ezek. 39 and undoubtedly 
refers to the last great conflict. So if 
Russia is now preparing for this great 
war, surely the coming of Jesus is near 
at hand for this is not to take place, ac- 
cording to prophecy, until somewhere 
around seven years after Christ comes 
in midair for His church. 

The world is fast ripening for the great 
day of God’s wrath. Anarchy is over- 
spreading the nations, kings and rulers 
are toppling from their thrones, men’s 
hearts are failing them for fear of the 
things that are coming upon the earth. 
Old forms of government are giving way 
for the new, claiming the present system 
is no longer supported by the people, thus 
yaving the way for the coming of him 
who shall think to change times and 
laws and whose power shall be mighty. 
Already the spirit of the Antichrist is 
felt very keenly in the world. Nations are 
forsaking God and trusting in the power 
and wisdom of man alone. 

I wish to give here an analysis of the 
Lord’s prayer by the Soviet as quoted by 
Oswald Smith, “OUR FATHER — Here 
is a pretty business for us poor Russians 
who imagine it is always necessary to 
have both father and mother—WHICH 
ART IN HEAVEN—That is self-evident, 
thou knowest nothing of men’s 
habits and customs upon earth—HAL- 
LOWED BE THY NAME—Wait a Dit, 
give us time to grow a little wiser and 
thy name shall be hallowed indeed — 
THY KINGDOM COME—Thou art always 
harping upon the same string; as for us 
we have our workman’s republic—THY 
WILL BE DONE-—It is to the Soviets 
that the whole kingdom belongs—ON 
EARTH AS IT IS IN HEAVEN—Do not 
waste words over that. We have already 
made a clean sweep of the governments 
of the earth—GIVE US THIS DAY OUR 
DAILY BREAD—It is we who sow, it 1s 
we who reap, it is we who eat—FORGIVE 
US OUR TRESPASSES—Once more do 
not waste thy breath, we owe thee noth- 
ing—AS WE FORGIVE THEM THAT 
TRESPASS AGAINST US—We forgive 
nothing, we forget nothing, we pardon 
nothing—LEAD US NOT INTO TEMP- 
TATION—The people have grown wise. 
Thou wilt not deceive them.—BUT DE- 
LIVER US FROM EViIL—We have :earn- 
ed how to deliver ourselves.” 

This blasjtiemous insult against God is 
a sample of the depth of unbelief to 
which man has sunk. H. G. Wells said, 
“Anarchy is spreading westward to the 
Rhine, then to the Atlantic, and will soon 
seize upon these already doomed United 
States.” Count Keyserling said, “We are 
undoubtedly entering on a decidedly an- 
tireligious period. Russian philosophers 
look at the world of so-called progress in 
the light of the Revelation and judge it 
as the beginning of the age of the Anti- 
christ. Dr. Betts, professor of North- 
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western University, submitted some yues- 
tions to some active ministers and stu- 
dents of five theological seminaries 
which they answered in this manner: 
Q. Do you believe that the idea of evo- 
lution is consistent with belief in God a= 
Creator? <A. Sixty-one per cent minis- 
ters, “Yes.” Ninety-four per cent stu- 
dents, “Yes.” Q. Do you believe that 
the devil exists as an actual being? 
A. Thirty-three per cent ministers, “No.” 
Eighty-two per cent students, “No.” 
Q. Do you believe that the New Testa- 
ment is, and always will remain the fi- 
nal revelation of God to man? A. Twen- 
ty-four per cent ministers, “No.” Sixty- 
nine per cent students, “No.” Q. Do 
you believe that Jesus’ death on the cross 
was the one act which made possible the 
remission of man’s sins? A. Twenty- 
four per cent ministers, “No.” Sixty-four 
per cent students, “No.” Q. Do you be- 
lieve in the resurrection of the body? 
A. Thirty-three per cent ministers, ‘No.’ 
Sixty-nine per cent students, “No.” 
Q. Do you believe in a bodily second 
coming of Jesus to establish a reign of 
righteousness on earth? A. Forty-nine 
per cent ministers, “No.” Seventy-five per 
cent students, “No.” 


A glance at this reveals the fact that 
professors are swiftly drifting towards 
apostasy. Paul tells us in 1 Tim. 4 that 
ihere shall be a departing from the faith, 
a heeding to seducing spirits auu doc- 
trines of devils, having only t!#* form of 
godliness, denying the power, etc. Dear 
people of God, how needful it is that we 
earnestly contend for the faith. Oh min- 
isters of God, proclaim the truth. Soon 
we shall stand before Him to give an ac- 
count of our stewardship. Have we fail- 
ed? Have we weakened? We know it. 
takes a brave heart and courage to press 
the battle in these awful days, but in due 
season we shall reap if we faint not. Let 
us lay hold on eternal life, seex more 
power with God, live holy, examine our- 
selves to see if we are really in the faith. 
Be watchful and prayerful. Paul said, 
“It is high time to awake out of sleep.” 


When a surgeon goes to perform an 
operation he administers the dope that 
takes away the feeling. This enables him 
to make incisions without pain to the 
patient. The devil is administering his 
poisonous dope today to the people of 
God as well as he is to the world and 
trying to get them to sleep so he can 
carve away their spirituality.

The 
great days of God’s wrath will soon over- 
shadow this old world. Let us not sleep 
as do others but let us be watching and 
waiting for His coming. Let us put on 
the whole armor of God that we may be 
able to stand in this evil day. God is 
demanding our best. Paul said, “What 


things were gain to me those I counted 
lost for Christ that I may know him and 
the power of His resurrectidn, and tie 
fellowship of his sufferings being made 
comformable unto his death. Brethren, I 
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count not myself to have apprehended, 
but one thing I do, forgetting those things 
which are behind and reaching forth tu 
those things which are before. I PRESS

Words are 
the tools that express thought; useful 
when they are benevolent and true, dan- 
gerous when used carelessly, deadly when 
their intent is evil. Two of the most 
harmful words in our language is THEY 
SAY. There is no protection against slan- 
der. “No sword bites so fiercely as am 
evil tongue.”—Sibely. “I hate the man 
who builds his name on the ruins of an- 
other’s fame.”—Gog. The anonymous let- 
ter nearly always carrying evil mes- 
sages is cowardly. Anonymous gossip that 
begins with “they say” represents cow- 
ardice in speech as the anonymous letter 
represents cowardice in writing.The tale- 
bearers are just as bad as the talemaker. 
More harm has been done by those two 
words “they say” than any other two 
words in the ianguage. Reputation has 
been blackened by them, hearts have been 
broken, credit and fortune have been de- 
stroyed, banks and their depositors have 
been ruined, churches have been ruined 
and split up, homes have been torn as- 
under. Saints, be careful how you use 
these two words. 

In a great city of the middlewest a 
foolish, praciical joker said to a friend 
on Friday before the Fourth of July 
which fell on the next Monday, “Why do 
you do business with that bank? Don’t 
you know it is dangerous, in bad condi- 
tion?” The friend expressed perfect con- 
fidence in the bank, whereupon the prac- 
tical joker said, “Well, I am willing 10 
bet you twenty-five dollars that your 
bank does not open next Monday.” The 
man to whom the bet was offered did not 
reflect that Monday would be the Fourth 
of July and of course the banx would not 
open. He took the bet and then worried 
about it. He hurried to the bank, took cut 
all his money. Then “they say” began 
to circulate. Speaking to a friend he said 
in deepest confidence, “I have drawn my 
money out of such and such a bank. They 
say there is something wrong with it.” 
That “they say” spread over the city iike 
fire, a dangerous run was started on the 
bank. It was nearly ruined by two words, 
“they say,” yet had the foolish man who 
was the victim of the practical joker 
merely drawn out his own money and 
omitted his “they say” no harm would 
have been done. 

It is not virtuous women who are so 
ready to report suspicion of their sisters. 
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toward the mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus.” With a 
determination of this kind put into ac- 
tion it will help us to reach our goal.

“they say” the church is going down and 
if this continues going on in the com- 
munity there will be trouble in the 
church and influence is lost and _ the 
church will go down and reputation is 
lost by two words repeated. “Talebearers 
are as bad as talemakers.” The fact that 
a man did not make the pistol or thé 
knife is no excuse for using it against 
his fellowman, so because you did not 
originate the slander is no excuse for 
you to repeat it. If you know of any one 
spreading gossip or any one of the great 
“they say” army, you might let them 
read this article of warning. 


“Gossip is always a personal confes- 
sion either of malice or imbecility and 
the young should not only shun it but 
by the most thorough culture relieve 
themselves from all temptations to in- 
dulge in it. It is low, frivilous and too 
often a dirty business. There are coun- 
try neighborhoods in which it rages like 
a pest. Churches are split in pieces by 
it. Neighbors are made enemies for life 
by it. In many persons it degenerates 
into a chronic disease which is practical- 
ly incurable. Let the young cure it while 
they may. Idle, aimless gossip may not 
be as bad as deliberate slander but it is 
often more harmful. It indicates an idle 
mind that cannot interest others in idezs 
of its own and therefore seeks to inter- 
est in a mean way. Slander once echoed, 
once started on its travel, cannot be 
checked. If slander be a snake it is a 
winged one, it flies as well as creeps. 
Saints of intelligence, avoid slander and 
gossip because rcal intelligence despises 
both. Intelligence avoids gossip also, be- 
cause gossip is the vice of small minds 
of failure. Where you find a successful 
man or minister you find one that speaks 
well of others. The man or saint who is 
successful and intelligent will not say 
what is not true of others. He will not 
praise another unduly but he will speak 
evil of no man. 

The Japanese have this wise motto: 
“Speak no evil, see no evil, hear no evil.” 
They illustrate it by a group of three lit- 
the monkeys covering their mouths, eyes 
and ears. Now we cannot help seeing that 
which is evil, cannot help hearing it, the 
Japanese saying goes a little too far, but 
the good minister or saint who knows by 
hearing or seeing that evil exists speaks 
of it only as in duty bound, but that has 
nothing to do with gossip. One who often 
repeats the aimless “they say” is at 
heart a fool for he is injuring himself. 
Slander is a vice that strikes a double 
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blow, wounding both him who commiis 
and him against whom it is committed. 
The intelligent man or woman, when they 
hear another speaking bad of some on3, 
will ask themselves, What will they say 
of us when we are not here? and they 
will form a definite opinion of the scan- 
dalmongers. The man who speaks well of 
others spreads cheerfulness around him 
and spreads respect and shows wisdom 
and character and good training. Slan jer 
has worked evil thru all the centuries— 
from the beginning of speech. It is based 
on envy, meanness, littleness. Evil speech 
persists in remembrance when good 
words are forgotten. Long years before 
the Christian era the wise Chinese, Con- 
fucius, said, “Slander soaks into the mind 
as water into low and marshy places 
where it becomes stagnant and offensive.” 
It might be well in these days, when false- 
hood can be so harmful, when so many 
listen to tales, to start a society of pre- 
vention against the circulation of slander 
and gossip and ask the one who repeats 
the two words “they say,” How do you 
know it? Can you prove it? If you don’t 
know, why do you repeat it? And soon 
we would discourage it. When we can- 
not speak well of any one let’s keep Si- 
lent except where the Church’s welfare 
is involved and then let it be nothing but 
the truth, not mere whispering, and if 
only for selfish reason, let it be remem- 
bered that he who speaks well of others 
is himself spoken of with respect. Saints 
and ministers, take warning, don’t gossip 
or slander your neighbor or use the two 
words “they say.”

Reading, Matt. 25:1-13 


HIS is referred to as the Olive dis- 
«oem The Lord’s return tests the 
rea] state of the kingdom in mystery. 

Christ with His disciples was seated 
upon the Mount of Olives. The sun had 
set behind the mountains and the heav- 
ens were curtained with the shades of 
evening. In full view was a dwelling 
house, lighted up brilliantly as if for 
some festive scene. The light streamed 
from the openings and an expectant com- 
pany waited around, indicating that a 
marriage procession was soon to appear. 

In many parts of the East wedding 
festivities are held in the evening. The 
bridegroom goes forth to meet his bride 
and brings her to his home.’ By torchlight 
the bridal party proceeds from her fa- 
ther’s house to his Own where a feast is 
provided for the invited guests. 

In the scene upon which Christ look- 
ed a company was awaiting the appear- 
ance of a bridal party, intending to join 
the procession. Lingering near the house 
of the bride were ten young women robed 
in white. Each carried a lighted lamp 
and a small vessel of oil. All were anx- 
iously awaiting the appearance of the 
bridegroom but there was a considerable 
delay from some cause or other. Hour af- 
ter hour passed. The watchers became 
weary and began to slumber and sleep. 

At midnight the cry was given, “Bec- 
hold, the bridegroom cometh, go ye out to 
meet him.” The ten virgins had been let- 
ting their lights burn during the delay. 
The lights lighted up the pathway and 
added to the attractiveness of the home 
surroundings of the bride. Awaking at 
the cry, they sprang to their feet, trim- 
med their lamps and were making haste 
in order to join the procession and get 
on their journey with the others to the 
home of the bridegroom where there was 
a marriage supper prepared. 

The virgins heard the voice of the 
bridegroom and also the voice of the 
bride and, no doubt, the voices of the 
ones who came with the _ bridegroom, 
forming the bridal party. 

The long delay seemed to have burnt 
out the oil in the lamps. All looked into 
the vessels where they were supposed to 
have an extra supply for emergency and 
lo and behold, there were five of the vir- 
gins who had neglected to bring along 
this extra supply. They readily saw their 
lights were going out and they would not 
be able to make the journey with their 
lamps unless they could borrow from the 
other five. They said to the other five, 
“Give us of your oil for our lights are 
going out.” Up to this time there seem- 
ed to have been no difference in the ap- 
pearance of the virgins, all lights had 


been burning and they were all virgins. 
A virgin means one who is chaste, or be- 
fitting, modest, pure, undefiled, 


undis- 


turbed, etc. They all seemed to have 
been robed in white. They were all there 


for the same purpose and all seemed to 
have the same desires. But there they 
were with a shortage in their oil supply 
which caused them to ask for a loan 
from the other five. It was now midnight, 
at perhaps the darkest time of the night, 
and they could not go if they dia nut 
have a lamp with oil in it. The five with 
the additional supply of oil soon had 
their lamps trimmed and a fresh supply 
of oil in their lamps and were reaay wu» 
join the procession. In answer to those 
who asked them for a loan they said. 
“Not so; lest there be not enough for us 
and you; but go ye rather to them tnav 
sell, and buy for yourselves.” 

The five went to buy but the proces- 
sion went on and they were left. The five 
wise joined the throng and entered the 
house with the bridal train and the door 
was shut. Afterwards the five foolish 
came to the door of the banqueting hall 
and knocked for admittance but the mas- 
ter of the feast met them with an uncx- 
pected denial with the words, I know 
you not, and they were left standing on 
the outside in the street, in the darkness 
of the night. 

As Christ sat looking upon the situa- 
tion He told the disciples the story of the 
ten virgins, illustrating by their experi- 
ence the experience of the Church that 
shall live just before His second coming 
The two classes of watchers represent the 
two classes who profess to be waiting on 
the second coming of Christ. Then there 
is the third class that constitutes the 

ride. Of course she was watching and 
was also ready. No doubt her heart was 
beating faster and faster and she was 
longing for the appearance of this bride- 
groom, the one she was engaged to be 
married to on this night. All things were 
in readiness, everything had been pr2- 
pared for this journey. I do not believe 
she went to sleep. Some one made tae 
cry, “Behold, the bridegroom cometh; g0 
ye out to meet him.” No doubt she, the 
bride, saw the lights shining and _ the 
torches coming around the curve but the 
ten virgins were asieep and they were 
awakened by the cry. 

The delay in the bridal party and tie 
bridegroom in their appearance caused 
the oil to be burnt low in the lamps of 
the virgins. As they had got sleepy on the 
job they did not have their lamps trim- 
med, even the wise had to trim their 
lamps after the cry was made and found 
the lamps needed recruiting, which they 
did and barely were able to join in the 
procession. So it is today. Some few years 
ago we heard the message of the second 
coming of Jesus. Many received the bap- 
tism cf the Holy Ghost and their lamps 
were full of oil. I say the oil represents 
the power. 
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The Scriptures are divided into three 
classes. Some are taken symbolically, 
some taken figuratively, and some liter- 
ally. The oil used in the lamps was ex- 
pressly ordered to be olive oil beaten, 
Lev. 24:2. In those days oils were used 
for food, oils for lamps which was olive 
oil beaten, and oils for anointing. Then 
in scripture oil is used figuratively as 
when David said, “Thou ‘anointest’ my 
head with oil.” The oil the ten young 
women used in their lamps was olive oui 
beaien, but Jesus used it in the paraple 
figurativeiy to mean power of the Holy 
Guost. The corn, wine, and oil were the 
p.incipal products of those days. Oil was 
used both as a plain article of food and 
in cooding, just as butter is used among 
occ.identais. The cruse of oil was _indis- 
pens.b.e in every house, etc., but here 
when Jesus used the term He had refer- 
ence to the power, or the Holy Ghost. 
Corn, wine, and oil represent regenera- 
tion, sanctification, and the Holy Ghost. 

We all thought some few years ago 
that Jesus, the Bridegroom, was soon 
coming. We are yet waiting and as it was 
with the virgins, while we wait our fa’th 
is tried. There is a time of waiting, in- 
tervening, and if we do not watch He will 
come and find us sleeping, and not on'y 
sieeping and slumbering but without a 
supply of oil, power, to take us up when 
He comes. Surely we do want to be ready 
tor that journey but we cannot go if we 
do not have the puwer of God and a suf- 
ficient supply to give a brilliant light. 

We have the privilege of helping to 
constitute the bride. The bride is deeply 
in love with Jesus, the Bridegroom, and 
would not displease Him in anything. She 
is true blue in every respect and can be 
depended on in all trying circumstances 
and is watching and waiting lest that 
day come upon her as a thief, or un- 
aware. The five wise barely got in as 
guests but did not constitute the bride. 
They were only guests. Why did they 
not help constitute the bride? Because 
they were sleeping and _ slumbering, 
which indicates they were not interested 
enough to stay awake in the church work 
and salvation of souls. They, the five 
wise, were not as active in the Lord's 
work as they should have been. They 
were somewhat dilatory or were not 
wholly given up to God in everything. 
They were virgins but somewhat siothful 
or sluggish. They had power with God and 
the Lord b:essed them but they could not 
be classed with those who helped consti- 
tute the bride. The bride is wholly given 
up to God and God comes first in every- 
thing. The bride is continually thinking 
what site can do to please the Lord and 
her time is devoted to sacred things. 

The foolish virgins could not be classed 
with the other five wise when the bride- 
groom came. If he had arrived a few 
hours earlier no doubt these would have 
been ready to go, but it seems that dur- 
ing the delay their supply of oil was ex- 
hausted and they had not received power 
enough to tide them over this long. Eli- 
sha asked Elijah for a double portion of 
his spirit. These five foolish were con- 
tented with small blessings and did not 
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believe in stocking up and filling fuil 
and runnning over to where the saucer 
could be supplied with blessings. No 
doubt, the five wise believed in shouting 
and shouted quite often dnd had the sau- 
cer full in addition to the cup, but tie 
foolish had quit shouting long ago and 
considered themselves settling down.They 
claimed to be in good standing but never 
shouted, and frowned when others did. 
They said in their testimony they wanted 
to be ready when Jesus came and that 
they loved the Lord, etc. 

It seems that it is during the waiting 
that folks backslide. If the Bridegroom 
would come immediately after a revival 
or after a big shout some would be ready, 
but during the delay or the time of wait- 
ing when patience is tried, faith tested, 
ete., is when many get spfritually slug- 
gish and sleepy, and on the backsliders’ 
list. 

The bridegroom came at midnight and 
it is during the midst of the darkest pe- 
riod of this earth’s history that Christ 
will come. The days of Noah and Lot 
picture the condition of the world just 
before the coming of the Son of man. 
The scriptures pointing forward to this 
time declare that Satan will work with 
all power and with all deceivableness of 
unrighteousness. Not only is Satan lead- 
ing the world captive but his deceptions 
are leavening the professed churches uf 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

The great apostasy will develop into 
darkness deep as midnight impenetrable 
as sackcloth of hair. To God’s people it 
will be a night of trial, a night of perse- 
cution for the truth’s sake. The day of 
the Lord is a day of darkness. This old 
world will get worse and worse, and as 
it was in the days of Noah so it will oe 
in the coming of the Son of man. They 
were eating and drinking, marrying and 
giving in marriage, until the day that 
Noah entered into the ark. Today the di- 
vorce courts are full and there are more 
marrying and getting divorces than ever 
in the history of the world. 

Then it seems that the five foolish went 

to those who sold and came _ on later. 
They struck the trail leading in the di- 
rection of the bridegroom’s home and 
when they arrived they found the door 
shut. Upon knocking for admittance they 
were met with an unexpected denial and 
sudden and unlooked for calamity. The 
master of the feast said, “I know you 
not.” They were shut out from the mar- 
riage supper and were not admitted in, 
even as guests. There they were standing 
on the outside with lamps burning but 
they came too late. They will have to go 
thru the tribulation period of time and 
if they can stand for God during this 
seven year period when God’s people who 
are upon the earth are severely perse- 
cuted under such dfficult circumstances, 
they will be saved. 

In Rev. 19:7-9 we find these words, 
“Let us be glad and rejoice, and give 


honour to him: for the marriage of the 
Lamb is come, and his wife hath made 
herself ready. And to her was granted 
that she should be arrayed in fine linen, 
clean and white: for the fine linen is the 
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righteousness of saints. And he saith un- 
to me, Write, Blessed are they which are 
called unto the marriage supper of the 
Lamb. And he said unto me, These are 
the true sayings of God.” 

We netice in the reading that the 
bride, the Lamb’s vife, had made her- 
self ready. There was no lack, or any- 
thing left undone. Then too, we mvvice 
there is a blessing, or they are called 
b'essed who are even called to the mar- 
riage supper of the Lamb.

A Fruit-Bearing Christian 


TEXT: Mark 11:12-14 


ND on the morrow when they were 

come out from Bethany He hunger- 
ed and seeing a fig tree afar off having 
leaves He came if haply He might find 
anything thereon and when He came to 
it He found nothing but leaves for it was 
not the season of figs and He cursed it 
saying, No man shall eat fruit from thee 
hence forward forever.” 

The text has reference te the Jewish 
nation but can be applied to spiritual Is- 
rael of today. Christ is the great Rock 
upon which the Church is built, the chief 
corner stone in the building. He is in- 
deed the great vine from whitu we re- 
ceive our strength for without Him we 
can do nothing. Yet we find His body 
constituted of some of the same material 


that Christ saw in Peter. It is true that .- 


Peter was yet carnal at the time of our 
Savior’s remark—Thou art Peter and up- 
on this rocx I will build my church and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail against 
it—but God saw valuable material in this 
disciple and knew that provisions were 
going to be made to eradicate this carnal 
mind or Adamic nature and curse and 
thus enable Peter and all other such 
types of humanity whom God had chosen 
to be His disciples and who had longed 
to follow Him in the beauty of holiness 
to reach the standard that God had in- 
tended they should, thus enabling them 
to become fit subjects to constitute His 
body, the great Church of God. 

Yes, it was for this cause that our dear 
Lord came to this world. He said, I suf- 
fered without the gates that I might 
sanctify the people with my own blood. 
Now we have cause to believe that Peter 
was a saved man before Christ ever weat 
to the cross, that is, as far as justifica- 
tion by faith is concerned. First, because 
the Father had revealed the Son to him 
and he had accepted Him as the Son of 
the Most High God, and the Scriptures 
make it very clear that if we believe up- 


on the Son of God, we shall be saved. 
Second, because of another statement 
made by our Lord Himself predicting 


Peter’s backsliding, yet at the same time 
showing his return to the apostilesnip. 
Both statements plainly show him a child 
of God yet at the same time one sorely 
in need of the purifying blood of Jesus 
Christ because this same disciple made 
many terrible failures while endeavoring 
to follow his Lord even to the extent that 
he denied that he had ever known the 
One whom he loved so much. This is an 
example of flesh warring against the 
spirit and how impossible to live godly 
without being sanctified. Christ said, 
Pray that ye enter not into temptation. 
Truly the spirit is willing but the flesh 
1s weak. Yes, from the time of the fall 
of Adam and Eve in the beautiful gar- 
den of Eden there has been a great spir- 
itual unrest going on in the heart of 


man. Again and again we see him yearn- 
ingly and wistfully looking back to the 


once glorious estate from whence he had 
been driven. Oh wretched man that I am, 
who shall deliver me from this body of 
death? When he would do good evil was 
present with him. Does God love him 
still? Will He yet have compassion upon 
tunis wretched bit of humanity? Yes, 
with ail of man's helpfulness and cor- 
ruption God loves him still. Man looketh 
upon the outward appearance but the 
great penetrating eye of God Tooketh up- 
on the heart and knoweth the mind of 
the spirit and while it repented God that 
He ever made man since he had yielded 
himseif to unrighteousness, at the same 
lime there is a consultation going on in 
heaven with the Trinity that explains 
God's love and mercy toward man. 


Can we conceive anything so wonder- 
fui as to hear the great Prince of Heav- 
en say, I will go down to that sin-cursed 
world, sacrifice my estate with the Fa- 
ther and for a period of time take on tie 
form of man and suffer all the pangs of 
sin and death in my own body until the 
wages of sin be satisfied and man re- 
deemed and restored to his former estate 
of holiness? Oh what a debt we owe to 
such a Savior. Why should we not love 
the Lord our God with all our heart, soul, 
mind and strength, also our enemies? God 
loved us when we were yet sinners. is it 
any more than we should do to love the 
souls of those who persecute us and who 
oppose themselves? They are only victims 
of the enemy having been taken cap- 
tive by him at his will, so let us love 
one another as Christ has loved us and 
given Himself for us. Is it not as little 
as we can do to offer ourselves to Him, 
living sacrifices that we may be profit- 
able and wholly acceptable in His sight 
who has done so much for us? It is in- 
deed our reasonable service. 


What if we were still under the curse 
even until this day and without a hope? 
Then should we hesitate to give to God 
what is rightfully His, our time, our tal- 
ent, our all, our life’s work in the gospel 
when the call comes? There are, no doubt, 
many persons in the world today of the 
same type as Paul before his conversion, 
who have a zeal for God but not accord- 
ing to knowledge but had they the true, 
light would fight as hard for the cause 
as they had ever fought against it. Some, 
of course, may have only a form of god- 
liness and there may be those of the 
Judah type, yet there are some who 
stand where the other apostles stood, sin- 
ners in ever sense of the word but need 
to be sanctified and baptized with the 
great Holy Ghost so as to place them 
with Peter after Pentecost rather than 
leave them helpless and in the pitiful 
position where Peter was before Christ 
went to the cross. So it behooves ell 
those who have the light to broadcast 
this gospel and live such lives as to influ- 
ence those with whom we come in con- 
tact. We are to remember that Christ’s 
gospel was made most vivid by the ive 
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He lived. I do not believe there is a 
soul who has been born of the great Spir- 
it of God who has not been given a work 
to do whether it be home or abroad, be- 
cause ever since Christ came here with 
His mission to redeem humanity His one 
great ambition has been to perfect His 
body which is the pillar and ground of 
the truth and He must have loyal work- 
ers to accomplish this great work for His 
Father. 


Yes, there are people whom God is 
trying to reach throughout the universe 
but sad to say, owing to the slothfulness 
of some of us who have been blessed with 
the light weare failing to show our appre- 
ciation by consecrating our lives to Him 
that we might be profitable servants to 
Him by enlightening those who are afar 
oif, whom Christ gave His life’s blood 
to redeem the same as He did for us, 
thus perfecting His body, the great 
Church of God, according to Eph. 5:27, 
that He might present it to himself a 
glorious church not having spot or wrin- 
kle or any such thing but that it should 
be holy and without blemish. The same 
command that was given to the apostles 
of old stands good today—Go ye into a!l 
the world and preach the gospe:—and 
those who believe shafl bé saved and 
those who believe not shall be damned 
and these signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve. In my name shall they cast out 
devils, they shall speak with new 
tongues, they shall take up serpents and 
if they drink any deadly thing it shall 
not hurt them, and they shall lay hands 
on the sick and they shall recover. Brota- 
er and sister, are these signs following 
us today who profess to be members of 
that same body of Christ? and does not 
the Bible plainly tell us that the latter 
house should be greater than the form- 
er? Are we the material that constitutes 
this great body? Truly if we are true dis- 
ciples of our Lord we should be produc- 
ing some of the fruits of the early church 
at least. Let us examine ourselves and 
see if we be in the faith lest we become 
reprobates, let us yield ourselves hence- 
forth to God that we may be pliable in- 
struments in His hands for it is His will 
that we produce much fruit that the Fa- 
ther may be glorified thru the Son, other- 
wise we become vessels of dishonor or 
withered branches soon to be cast off and 
destroyed. John 15:6. So let’s take up our 
cross and follow Him, the servant is not 
greater than his lord. If we love Him, 
we will keep His commandments. He has 
said in His Word if we abide in him and 
his word abide in us we can ask what we 
will and it shall be done, and again le 
said, He that believeth on me the works 
that I do shall he do also and greater 
works than these shall he do because I 
go unto the Father. Well, what is the 
trouble? We are puzzled because of finan- 
cial difficulties and because there is not 
a greater following. The trouble is not 
with Christ. The multitudes followed 
Him. There must be some slothful ser- 
vant in the camp. Are we proving our 
faith by our works? The world is perish- 
ing for the lack of miracles. We only 
truly believe that which we are able to 
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prove, otherwise it may be only reli- 
gious talk. Wake up, friends, and see if 
there be found in any of us an evil heart 
of unbelief in falling away from the liv- 
ing God. We do not want to be found 
among that number who worship God 
with their lips but their hearts are far 
from Him. Let us not deceive ourselves, 
“God is not mocked, whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap. If we 
lay up treasures in heaven thru obedi- 
ence we shall have our reward. If we 
shall sow to the flesh, we shall die. We 
say we believe we are living in the Hoiy 
Ghost dispensation and that we should 
have the same power that the apostles 
had, then if so, we should be faithful 
workers and not rob God of the glory 
that should be His thru His Son. And if 
truly abiding in Christ, there should be 
results. Are the same signs following us 
as they did Peter and John when they 
stood before the beautiful gate of the 
temple and commanded the lame man 
who had been lame from his mother’s 
womb to rise in the name of Jesus and 
walk? Do the dead rise as Dorcas aid at 
Peter’s command? If the sis=% would fu: 
low the professing church today even as 
they did in the early church, there would 
be little difficulty in reaching God’s 
elect and the financial problems would 
be solved. So my sincere prayer is that 
we contend earnestly for the faith that 
was once delivered unto the saints and 
thus become vessels of honor in this 
great earthly house which represents the 
spiritual body of Christ or kingdom of 
heaven, otherwise it may be said of some 
of us as Paul said of some of the so-ca)l- 
ed followers of Christ in the early 
church. I say it and say it weepingly, 
they are walking but enemies to Christ’s 
cause. They will not be loyal themselves, 
therefore, they are responsible for the 
other followers stumbling, so we should 
beware lest we be found without a wed- 
ding garment. Let us go on to perfection

Lesson 11 — March 12 


TIME: About the time of the Passover 
in the spring of A.D. 29. 

PLACE: Northeast of the sea of Gal- 
ilee. 

GOLDEN TEXT: The Son of man came 
not to be ministered unto, but to minis- 
ter, and to give his life a ransom for 
many.__ Matt. 20:28. 

LEADING THOUGHT: Jesus can sup- 
ply every human need. 








Lesson Text: Mark 6:30-44 


V. 30. “And the apostles gathered 
themselves together unto Jesus, and told 
him all things, both what they had done, 


and what they had taught.” The incident 
puts them on record as loyal and faith- 
ful unto their Master, and desirous of 
running true to His will and purpose. 


V. 31. “And he said unto them, Come 
ye yourselves apart into a desert place, 
and rest a while: for there were many 
coming and going, and they had no leis- 
ure so much as to eat.” Luke 9:10 tells 
us that this desert place was near to “a 
city called Bethsaida,” which means a 
“fish village.” Jesus invited His disciples 
into “a desert” to find rest and leisure. 
It is often true that in the hardest and 
most desolate circumstances there arises 
the greatest joys and blessings. 


V. 33. “And the people saw them de- 
parting, and many knew him, and ran 
afoot thither out of all the cities, and 
outwent them, and came together unto 
him.” It is said that the distance to 
where Jesus and the disciples were going 
was about twenty miles by land. The peo- 
ple “outwent them” and were there to 


meet them. 

V. 34. “And Jesus, when he came out, 
saw much people, and was moved with 
compassion toward them, because they 
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were as sheep having no shepherd: and 
he began to teach them many things.” 
Though Jesus had sought to retire for 
rest, finding the multitude waiting for 
Him, His compassion was stirred, “and 
he taught them many things.” Sheep are 
of all animals most stupid and helpless 
and are in need of a _ shepherd. The 
scribes were not so much pastors as 
wolves, who had taught error and lacked 
sympathy thus perverting the minds of 
the simple. 


V. 35. “And when the day was now 
far spent, his disciples came unto him, 
and said, This is a desert place, and now 
the time is far passed.” 


V. 36. “Send them away, that they 
may go into the country round about, 
and into the villages, and buy themselves 
bread: for they had nothing to eat.” 


V. 37. “He answered and said unto 
them, Give ye them to eat.” They had 
been detained until it was late, to afford 
the opportunity for the miracle. The dis- 
ciples answered, “Shall we go and buy 
two hundred pennyworth of bread, and 
give them to eat?” They only thought of 
buying from the market. John 6:5 tells 
us that Jesus said unto Philip, “Whence 
shall we buy bread, that these may eat? 
This he said to prove him, for he knew 
himself what he would do.” 


V. 38. “He saith unto them, How 
many loaves have ye? go and see. And 
when they knew, they say, Five, and two 
fishes.” John 6:9 tells us that the loaves 
were of barley and that the fishes were 
small. Barley bread was very inferior to 
the white wheat bread. Ps. 81:16; Rev. 
6:6. 


Vv. 39. “And he commanded them to 
make all sit down by companies upon the 
green grass.” The companies were, ac- 
cording to L&ke 9:14, about fifty each. 
Here is ground for organization. 


V. 49. “And they sat down in ranks, 
by hundreds, and by fifties.” 


V. 41. “And when he had taken the 
five loaves and the two fishes, he looked 
up to heaven, and b’essed, and brake the 
loaves, and gave them to the disciples to 
set before them; and the two fishes di- 
vided he among them all.” They perhaps 
toox the bread and meat first in their 
hands, and then the blessing followed; 
this is good reason for “grace at meals.” 
The miraculous increase of the meat and 
bread was an act of divine omnipotence, 
not an act of creative fiat, but an act of 
creative development. 


V. 42. “And they did all eat, and were 
filled.” V. 43-44, “And they took up 
twelve basket full of the fragments, and 
of the fishes.”” The act of supply was per- 
haps by passing the bread to His dis- 
ciples and they in turn unto others. Pos- 
sibly the apostles had each a basket, 
which was at the end taken up full, al- 
lowing the miracle to double in its af- 
fect, not only the feeding of the multi- 
tude but twelve basket full left at the 
end.
